Well-Informed foreigners are 
expected to know of the existence of 
New York and Pennsylvania as com- 
ponent parts of the United States, but 
If, & number of their, counties were 
semi-Independent and the situation 
were paralleled by most of the other 
states, the outsider could hardly be 
expected to know the subdivisions even 
though the rulers were given the full 
title of 'Governor.' 


"Rajplpla iSt In northwestern India 


about £00 miles north of the city of 
Bombay, and lg about midway in 5l7.e 
between Rhode Island and Delaware. 
In this territory the mahnrnnn rules 
over something less than 12f>,000 snb- 
' Jects. Very roughly the nuitus of hfs 
domain might be compared to that of 
some of the smaller German principali- 
ties before the World war, such, for 
example as Saxe-Wclmar, which is ap- 
proximately the same size and has a 
little over twice the population.
